MANCHESTER, Eng., Sept. 26— 
Mill owners and union representa- 
tives ended the Manchester cotton 
weakers strike except for a few 
formal details, agreement having 
been reached on reinstatement of 
workers. This was the last remain- 
ing point of dispute 

On Friday a wage agreement was 
drawn up and accepted on both 
sides providing for a reduction of 
8 1-3 per cent. in pay. 

Two previous efforts to solve the 
reinstatement problem went wrong, 
but an agreement reached Saturday 
solved the point affecting not more 
than 2,000 of the severa! hundred 
thousand on strike.

OPEN IN COURT 


Money Due From Imperial | 
Russia Coffers to be 
Released 


VANCOUVER, Sept. 26.—Money 
from the coffers of the Imperial 
government of Russia which has 
lain in the Bank of Montreal here 
for twenty-four years will soon find 
its way into the hands of its rightful | 
owners or their heirs as result of a| 
decision given in supreme court by 
Mr. Justice D. A. McDonald. 

The case recalls adventurous seal- 
ing days of forty years ago and the 
seizure of the sealing schooner 
Vancouver Bell in the Bering sea by 
the russian cruiser Zabiaka. The | 
vessel's master, ‘he late Captain | 
Harvey Copp of Varicouver, and the | 
crew, were held for six months in| 
a Russian prison and then, at the | 
expense of the Russian government, | 
and in a Russian ship, were return- | 
ed to Vancouver. 

Following the seizure, in 1892, the | 
Canadian minister of marine made | 
a claim against Russia on behalf of 
the vessel's owners, the Vancouve™ | 
Shipbuilding, Sealing and Trading 
Co. Ltd. Sixteen years later the 
czar’s government paid $46,480. | 

Out of the money the company 
paid creditors and a sixty per cent 
dividend to stockholders. A sum) 
of $1,944 was paid into the Bank 
of Montreal to meet claims of $504 
owing three of the ship's crew and, 
stockholders who could not be 
located. ; 

Interest during *he passing years 
increased the $1.944 to $3,104. 

When the attorney general of 

British Columbia invoked the Es- 
| cheats act, or, alternatively, the law 
of Bona Vacantia, for an order 
handing the money over to the 
crown, the claim was contested on 
| behalf of six shareholders repre- 
} sented in person or by next of kin. 
| Mr. Justice McDonald ruled against 
|}the attorney general. The money, 
}by direction of the judge, will be 
| paid to the six claimants and any 
| others who establish claims within 
thirty days from advertising in a
